“ In gene ral,” the state m en t con­ 
tinued, “ advances in freight costs 
are passed on to the consumer by 
adding th em to the selling price. 
But, in grains, 
whose 
domestic 
price is domin ated by th e foreign 
price of the exported surplus, the 
producer suffers when rates go up 
and benefits when they go down. 
Tho the exports represent a min­ 
or share of the total grain produc­ 
tion th e lowering of export rates 
affects the entire crop. 
These re­ 
ductions of rates, to geth er with 
the a rrangem ents for financial as­ 
sistance to export trade and the as 
suranee th a t Europe is going to 
need 
extraordinary quantities of 
American foodstuffs, constitute a 
justification for strong hope that 
the tendency in the agricultural 
markets will for some time he de 
cidedly toward* better prices.” 
Important Measure 
Reductions

transportation 
rates on grain for export was de 
scribed as one of the most import 
ant m easures the administration 
has initiated for the relief of agri­ 
culture and of general Industrial 
conditions. 
The 
reductions, it 
was explained were insisted upon 
by Secretary Hoover as a conces­ 
sion to th e agricultural interests 
when, on behalf of President H ard­ 
ing. he negotiated with th e carriers 
I the basis for settlement 
of Their 
claims against 
the 
government 
growing o u t of federal control. 
“This was made the basis of the 
adju stm en t,” the s ta te m en t con­ 
tinued, “ th e railways relinquish­ 
ing their so-called 
‘labor 
ineffi­ 
ciency* claims and undertaking to 
inaugurate reductions in the ex­ 
port grain rates, while the adminis­ 
tration undertook to assist them 
by securing early settlement of 
their claim s against the govern­ 
ment.”
